In the pigeon eaae to the OMtnl Fade 
Mnaeum aia aoaaael tbabcoaaol that 
extinct and auHb maUgsad Uid, the 
dodo, the giant of pigeona, bdngthe 
only spedinen to tne country. Xwo 
bandred and fifty Teara ago they 
waia fo«ad to tba Manrlthia iaianda 
to great qaanlitiaai It waa a 
curious bird, aa large aa a 
ui. The bill in the case is not un- 
pigeonlike, though 100 tiataa tba aiae ol 
Us modem layiaaestaMtfc Ihay were 
dnggiah Urda, unaUe fo^y, and laid a 
single egg about the' aiie M a tnrker's. 

Another queer pigeon that lived at 
that time, and which ia now extinct, is 
OieaoUtairak UwMianAaBtbaialaad 
of Bodriguaa A war ItoiK than a tor- 
key, and m generd rnape'jta leaambled 
the dodo. Another was the Nsaarane, 
that waa twice aa large aa the doda 
But tiia moat remarkattla waa the 
didunonlna, a living relative, and doaely 
dlied to the dodo. The bird was rather 
larger than our common partridge, and 
poaaisead the ontiona ntfad akinaur- 
aDaiadii«thaayaa wUab dumoteriaed 
ite aaoeetor. 

One of the flneat of the thirty or mora 
diflerent species of pigeons is the 
oceanic frmt bird of the Fden Idands. 
Then they an (oand to tbonaanda, feed- 
ing on nutmegs. They become very fat, 
and the fat, whidi haa a atrong fbvor of 
the nutmeg, ia conaidared a gnat datoly 
by many. It ia said that ttiay grow ao 
fat that when ahol thay fall on the 
ground and an shattered to pleeea by 
the fall Not only are they valuable aa 
a meana of aubaistenoe, bnt they aeem 
to have been appototed to hdpcarry out 
one of the great lawa of nature. It ia a 
well-known fact tiiat the nutmeg haa to 
pass thiongb some ohemiod p ioaeaa ba- 
fore it will grow, and to the aionadt d 
theae birds tha nutmeg ia prepared for 
reproduction. 

fha queatico how carriar-pigeona find 
their wv lioma ia probably «aa saver to 
bedetermined. SoiaaiMMnaMertibat 
the birds are gnided by landmarks, aad 
give as proof that, when tha ground ia 
covered wiUi enow, thaUida are oon- 
fnaed,andotbaBaacrttiat (hi7 aia to- 
flnenced by acme BiagiiaMa er alaetrio 
current, and on this point it is noticed 
that birds either fiy east or west, north 
or aoutb, and whan atarted riaa at a 
great height, and tot a mtonto bad- 
tata, and Qian by unknown inattoot they 
dui off in tha right direction. The 
exact date of thur utilization is not 
known, but, aa far aa wa know, Noah 
had the honor at having first p taaad 
toto aervioa our feathatad trianda. Fltoy 
saya that thaae Urda were need br Bmtna 
and Hirttoa during tha aiaga ol a town 
by Marc Antony. In 176^ at toe aiega 
of Leyden, thev were need ny the Prinaa 
of Orange, and by their meaai ha anA- 
oeaded in treeing a town that waa ba- 
aieged. To abow hia gratitoda ha or- 
dered that tha sagadona birds should be 
fed on strawberries, and when dead that 
theyahaold be embalmed with all honor. 
In Plin/a tbna navigatora from Oypima 
and Egypt eaniad thaaa Urdi on thdr 
galleya, and on their sate arrlvd liber- 
ated them to convey the good nawa to
